Dayton NWR originates from NOAASs National Weather
Service (NWS) in Pendleton and transmits on a frequency
of 162.525 MHz from Dewey Road east of Dayton using
facilities provided by Columbia County. Additional
funding for Dayton NWR was provided by the U. S.
Department of Agriculture Rural Utilities Service.

Any radio with the weather frequency can receive the
broadcast, though reception quality will depend upon
terrain and distance from the transmitter. Specially built™
weather radios have the ability to alert you when the_
NWS issues a weather warning. Weather radios are sold
at electronic stores and many discount and department—
stores.
